‘Nurse’ Given 
Term For 
Drug Theft 


A 35-year-old woman who posed 
as a nurse at Doylestown Hospital 
so she could steal narcotics for 
her own use yesterday was sen­ 
tenced to an indefinite term at 
the Pennsylvania State Industrial 
Home for Women in Muncie. 
Judge Lawrence A. Monroe told 
Mrs. Thelma Joyce Cabanas that 
the sentence was “motivated not 
because you are a user or an 
addict of drugs," but because 
“what you have done has been of 
danger to others." 
Mrs. Cabanas was charged with 
stealing the drug “demerol." a 
narcotic, which is administered to 
patients suffering sharp, heavy 
pains. 
Posed As Nurse 
Using the stolen certificate of a 
registered nurse, Mrs. Cabanas 
had posed as a nurse at Doyles­ 
town Hospital ‘ from November, 
1962, to February, 1963. 
Hospital officials first became 
suspicious that someone was tam­ 
pering with the vials of demerol 
when a nurse administered it to 
a patient and it did not produce

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Court Backs 


Use Of Radar 


In State 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The 
use of radar to convict speeders 
was upheld yesterday by the Penn. 
Sylvania Supreme Court. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court af­ 
firmed the speeding conviction of 
W. L. Bartley, a tractor-trailer 
operator from Irwin, Pa. Two 
state troopers said they clocked 
his rig at 60 miles an hour on the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike in Alle­ 
gheny County the night of Sept. 
17, 1961. 
Bartley contended the troopers 
could not identify his vehicle as 
a violator beyond a reasonable 
doubt because it was in a line of 
five trucks and other vehicles 
were passing him or traveling in 
the opposite direction. 
He also claimed that the motor 
vehicle code requires measure­ 
ment of speed for at least one- 
quarter mile, instead of instant- 
1 aneously. 
The opinion by Justice Herbert 
Cohen knocked down Bartley’s 
major 
arguments. 
He 
wrote 
that 
there 
was 
“positive 
commonwealth 
evidence’’ 
that 
Bartley’s rig was violating the 
speed law. The court said the of­ 
ficers identified the rig "by its 
markings and description which 
were illuminated by the head­ 
lights of the vehicle behind it.” 
Cohen said "an examination of 
the entire statutory scheme indi­ 
cates that measurement by radar 
is merely another method by 
which speeding violations may be 
ascertained and proved.” 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno 
dissented. He held that radar 
cannot identify one car in 
group as the violator, especially 
in "stygian darkness.”

Replaced With Water 
Ferguson testified that analysis 
of seven vials revealed that quan­ 
tities of demerol had been re­ 
moved and replaced with equal 
quantities of distilled water. 
On the stand, Mrs. Cabanas ad­ 
mitted taking the demerol and re­ 
placing it with water and also said 
she stole hypodermic needles and 
syringes from the hospital. 
In addition, she admitted she 
was being treated by two Doyles­ 
town doctors for a "gall bladder 
condition” and that she had re­ 
ceived 16 prescriptions from them 
for demerol. 
She had posed as a nurse on the 
3 to ll p.m. shift at the hospital 
and had been elevated to the posi 
tion of a supervisor although she 
had no training in the nursing 
profession. 
3 Other Hospitals 
She had posed as a nurse at 
three other hospitals before com- 
ong to Doylestown. They were the 
Monroe General Hospital in Key 
West, Fla., the North Charles 
Hospital in Baltimore, Md., and 
the Crystal Lake Nursing Home in 
Minneapolis, Minn. 
Prior to that she had worked 
as a domestic and as a nurse’s 
aide in other hospitals. 
By posing as a nurse, Judge 
Monroe told her she had “en­ 
dangered anyone under your care 
and under your supervision.” He 
said that the dilution of the drugs 
could have caused "serious con 
sequences.” 
Mrs. Cabanas said that while at 
Doylestown she had administered 
the drug to patients on “rare 
occasions.” 
She said that "possibly the big 
gest and the greatest reason why 
I took drugs” was because she 
was directly and indirectly threat 
ened when her husband’s brother 
defected to Cuba from Key West 
two years ago. 
Her husband, Henry A., 39, is 
a Cuban refugee.

growing unemployment at the 
South Jersey plants, which depend 
chiefly on government contracts 
for work.

William T. Cahill and 
Milton Glenn, both Republicans, 
and Democrat Frank Thompson 
Jr. will attend the meeting. 
Holt said the purpose of the 
meeting would be to find a way 
to get the plants working at cap­ 
acity.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Police 
said today a band of 15 persons 
was responsible for the three- 
month bombing campaign by a 
terrorist group in its futile quest 
to make French-speaking Quebec 
independent of Canada. 
Detectives said that with 14 
men and one women held as ma­ 
terial witnesses in the bomb-death 
(rf an elderly night watchman, 
“we’ve got them all.” But they 
made elaborate security precau­ 
tion for the inquest into die 
man’s death.

The watchman a 
veteran of both world wars, was 
killed when he picked up an FLQ 
bomb in the recruiting center’s 
back yard.

ard of living is low. But experi­ 
enced observers say it is slowly 
rising. 
People on the street aren’t near­ 
ly so shabbily dressed as they 
were a few years ago.

quality. 
Prices in many instances aren’t 
greatly different from prices in 
America. But the Russian has two 
problems: 
I - scarcity of the 
things he would like to have. and 
2- he must work many, many 
more hours than Americans to be 
able to pay for what he gets. 


It’s trite but it’s true: A small 
world it is. 


About a year ago this time, we 
were strolling through the lobby 
of Hotel George V in Paris and 
met an old home town friend we 
hadn't seen in IO years. 
This afternoon while waiting for 
transportation! to the Leningrad 
airport for a jet plane for Mos- 
cow, tie saw a familiar face. 
Same friend. 


Paul H. Griffith, national com­ 
mander of the American Legion 
in 1946 and 1947 and assistant 
secretary of defense under Louis 
Johnson during the Truman ad­ 
ministration, it was. 
Griffith was in Leningrad to 
make, of all things, a Memorial 
Day address at the Peskaryovs- 
koye Memorial Cemetery where 
are buried 400,000 Russian war 
dead. 
“This is a good will gesture,” 
he said, “to promote peace and 
friendship. I want to show them 
here in Russia how we honor our 
war dead in America.” 
Griffith was representing no 
veterans organization. 
He was 
here as president of the Arms of 
Friendship, Inc., of Philadelphia 
at the request of the Veterans 
Association of Moscow, where he 


was honored with a reception be­ 
fore coming to Leningrad. 


As we wrap up these few ob­ 
servations about Leningrad, we 
make a suggestion: 
lf you’re planning a trip to Rus­ 
sia, load yourself down with chew 
ing gum and ball point pens. 
These may not mean much to 
the older crowd, but to the bright 
eyed younger generation they’re 
the open door to ready friendship 
Few of the teensier folk — and 
younger — can speak English. 
But they know four words: "Chew 
ing gum” and “ball point.” 
Disembark from a bus, taxi or 
subway train, and you've got 
group (rf quietly pleading young­ 
sters in front (rf you.

You hand 'em a few sticks 
of gum or a ball point, and they 
promptly hand you back a cheap 
badge — a badge with a red flag 
on it, if you please!
